Amend the Law relating to the occupation and ownership 
of Land in Ireland and for other pm-poses relating 
thereto, and to amend the Labourers (Ireland) Acts. 

B e it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 Paet I. 

Land Pueohasb. 

Purohttse and Besale of Estates. 

X, ( 1 ) In the case of the sale of an estate, whether to the 

Land Commission or otherwise, when application is made for an 
10 advance under the Land Purchase Acts of the whole purchase 
money of a holding, and the Land Commission are satisfied that 
the tenant is in occupation of the holding, then, subject to the 
limitations in the Land Purchase Acts on advances to tenants 
purchasing their holdings, the Land Commission shall sanction the 
15 advance in the following oases, namely : — 

(a) In the case of the purchase of a holding subject to a 
judicial rent fixed or agreed to since the passing of the 
Act of 1896, or of a holding which is not subject to a 
judicial rent, hut the tenancy in which is, in the opinion 
2 Q of the Land Commission, a tenancy to which the Land 

Law Acts apply, if the purchase annuity and perpetual 
rentcharge created under this Act payable in respect of the 
advance when taken together wiU be not less than ten nor 
more than thirty per cent, below the existing rent ; and 
25 (5) In the case of the purchase of a holding subject to a 

juacial i-eut fixed or agreed to before that date, if the said 
purchase annuity and rentcharge when taken together will 
he not less than imenty nor more than forty per cent, 
below that rent :

Provided also that in the ease of a holding, subject to a 
rent fixed or agreed to before the passing of the Act of 1896, the 
Land Commission may. if they think it equitable, and if the 10 
pui-chase agreement so provides, treat the holding, for the purposes 
of this section, as a holding subject to a judicial rent fixed since the 

passing o£ the Act of 1896. a-u t ,1 

(2) If the foregoing provisions are not complied with, the band 

Commission shall not sanction the advance. 

[3) The Land Commission, if they tliink it expedient with a 
Tiew to the improvement of the estate, may declare that, for the 
purposes of this section, a portion of a holding shall be deemed a 
holding, and in such case may apportion the rent of the folding 
between the portion proposed to he purchased and the remainder of 
the holding. 

' (4) This section shall not apply in the case of holdings on 

congested estates as defined by this Act.

(c) A person being the tenant or proprietor of a holding not

(d) A person who within twenty-five years before the passing 
of this . Act was the tenant of a holding to w'hioh the Land 
Law Acts apply, and who is not at the date of the purchase 
the tenant or proprietor of a holding : Provided that in the 36 
case of the death of a person to whom an advance under this 
paragraph might otherwise have been made, the advance may 

he made to a person nominated by the Land Commission as 
the personal representative of the deceased person. 

(2) Advances under this section shall not. together with the 40 
amount (if any) of any previous advance under the Land Purchase 
Acts then unrepaid by the purchaser exceed hundred pounds : 
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ProTided that the limits in this subsection may, where the Land a.D. 1903 . 

Commission consider it expedient for the purpose of the sale of the 

estate, be extended to one thousand pounds in the case of a holding 
situate in an administrative county, or in a riding of any such 
5 county, which does not comprise a congested districts county. 

(3) The Laud Purchase Acts shall, subject to the provisions of 
this section, apply to the sale of a parcel of land in pursuance of 
tins section, in like manner as if the same was a holding, and the 
purchaser was the tenant thereof at the time of liis making the 
10 purchase, and the expression “ holding” in those Acts shall include 
u parcel of land in respect of the purchase of which an advance lias 
been made in pursuance of this section. 

3 ^ — (ij "WTierc the owner of an estate has entered into Ailv;inces 
agreements under the Land Purchase Acts for the sale to persons 
15 other than the Land Commission of the estate, the Land Com- 
mission may purchase from him any demesne or other laud in his 
occupation and adjacent to the estate, at a price which in their 
opinion represents the selling value of that land, and in such case 
may nJ-sell the whole or any portion of that land to him. 

20 (2) Where any land is so resold, or where a parcel of an estate 

purchased by the Land Commission is resold to the vendor, an 
advance imder the Land Purchase Acts may he made to the vendor, 
not exceeding in any case one4Urd of tlie aggregate amount of 
the purchase money of the holdings and other parcels of land 
25 comprised in the estate, or twenty thousand pounds, whichever is 
the less. 

4:—{l) In the case of the sale of an estate advances under the 
Land Purchase ..^cts may he made for the purchase, by any trustees « 
approved of by the Land Commission, of any parcel of the estate 
30 to be held subject to the provisions of this Act, for the purposes 
of turbary, pasturage, the planting of trees, or the preservation 
of woods or plantations, or for the purposes of the Laboui-ers 
(Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1896 as amended by this Act. 

(2) An advance in pursuance of this section may be of such 
35 amount as the Lord Lieutenant may sanction. 

c j'l'k Where the owner of an estate makes an application in Puretase of 

the prescribed form to the Land Commission requestmg them to 
enquii-e into tlie circumstauoes of the estate with a view to the sale mission, 
thereof under this Part of this Act, the Land Commission may, 

40 after due enquiry, propose to purchase the estate at a price to e 
estimated as hereinafter mentioned.

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A.D. 1903 . (2) The price of the estate shall be estimated on the assumption 

' that each tenant of a holding thereon mil purchase his holding, or 

some other designated parcel of land in lien thereof, for an amount 
for which an advance under the Land Purchase Acts can be made 
without infringing any limitation in those Acts on advances to 5] 
tenants purchasing their holdings, or any restriction in section one 
of this Act, and that the remainder of the estate will he repm- 
cbased by means of advances in pursuance of the other preceding 
sections of this Act. 

(3) If within the prescribed time the owner of the estate agrees 10 
to sell the estate at the estimated price, and tenants of holdings on 
the estate, to the extent of not less than three-fourths in number 
and rateable value, undertake to purchase from the Land Commission 
then holdings, or other designated parcels of land in lieu thereof, for 
the respective amounts on the basis of which the price of the 15 
tenanted portion of the estate was estimated by the Commission, 

he Commission may agree to purchase the estate for the estimated 
price. 

(4) The Lord Lieutenant may, under special chcumstances, 
and with the approval of the Treasury, dispense with the condition in 20 
the last preceding subsection as to undertakings to pru’chase holdings, 
where the Land Commission certify to him that they are of opinion 
that the resale of the estate can be effected without prospect of loss. 

(6) In the case of a congested estate as defined by this section, if 
the Land Commission certify to the Lord Lieutenant that the purchase 25 
and resale of the estate are desirable in view of tbe wants and 
circumstances of the tenants thereon, then the Land Commission 
may purchase the estate for a price to be agreed upon, and in 
such ca^e the provisions of this section with, respect to the basis on 
which the price of the estate is to he estimated shall not apply, and 30 
the condition in this section as to resale without prospect of 
loss may he relaxed, to such extent as the Lord Lieutenant may 
determine, 

(6) I'he expression, “ congested estate,” means an estate not 
less than half of the area of wliich consists of holdings not ex- 35 
ceeding ten acres in area and jive x)ounds in rateable value, or of 
mountain or bog land, or not less than a quarter of the area of 
which is held in runclale or intermixed plots.

(Ireland) Act 1858, the folloTring provisions shall have effect: — — 

(1) The Land Judge may, at the request of the Land Com- 
mission, cause the Commission to he furiiish(Kl with such 

5 particulars and documents as they may require respecting 

the estate, including a schedule in the prescribed form 
of the tenancies thereon and a statement of the superior 
interests (if any) to which the estate is subject : 

(2) The Land Commission, after causing the estate to be 

10 inspected, may, subject to the provisions of the last pre- 

ceding section as to undertakings to purchase holdings and 
resale without prospect of loss, make an offer to the I^nd 
Judge for the purchase of the estate, or of any part thereof, 
discharged from the claims of all persons who are interested 

15 in the estate, whether in respect of superior or intervening 

interests, or incumbrances, or otherwise, and the offer shall 
contain the follonung particulars : — 

{a) The land comprised in the offer ; 

(&) The arrears of rent which are to be ti-ansferred to the

(3) The Land Judge, after giving such notice of the offer as he 
thinks fit and after giving all parties interested hi the estate 
an opportunity of being heard, shall, if he does not consider 

25 the offer sufficient, as soon as practicable, unless the offer 

is in the meantime withdrawn, put up for public auction 
the land specified therein discharged from all claims as 
aforesaid, hut subject to the conditions mentioned therein 
as to arrears of rent or otherwise, and shall, unless he

the liigliest bidder : 

(4) Where an estate is sold in pursuance of this section the 
Land Judge sliall have all the powers for the apportionment

(6) An order of the Land Judge declaring the Land Commis- 
sion to he the purchasei’s of any land shall have the effect 
of an order vesting land in the Commission made by them 
under this Part of this Act, and shall also vest in them 
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the right to collect and recover any an-ears ot rent specified 
in the order, and a certified copy thereof shall be transmitted 
to the registering authority under the Local Hegistration of 
Title (Ireland) Act, 1891," and the Land Commission shall 
thereupon be registered, under that Act, as the absolute 6 
owners of the land : 

(8) ILbere the Land Commission make an oflier under this 
section for the purchase of an estate, the provisions of section 
forty of the Act of 1896 shall be suspended and shall not 
have effect, in the case of that estate, unless and until the 10 
offer is withdrawn or the estate is put up for auction and 
not sold. 

7. The Land Commission may purchase any uutenanted land 
which they consider necessary for the purpose of facilitating the 
resale, or i-edistrihution, of estates purchased, or proposed to he 16 
purchased, hy them, and the foregoing provisions of this Act, with 
respect to advances for the purchase of parcels of land comprised in 
estates, shall apply in the case of the salehy the Commission of any 
parcel of such untenauted land. 

g_ (1) There shall not he at any time vested in the Land 20 

Commission lands exceeding in the aggregate, according to the 
estimate of the Commission, as approved by the Treasury, the capital 
value of fxe million pounds in respect of which' undertakings to 
purchase have not been received hy the Commission, 

(2) The Land Commission shall not in any one year enter into 23 
agreements involving the expenditure, on the purchase of congested 
estates, of sums which would in the aggregate exceed by more 
than ten per cent, the aggregate sums for -which the Commission 
estimate that those estates can be resold by them : Provided that, 
for the purposes of this enactment, any money -which the Land 30 
Commission have expended, or propose to expend, on the improvement 
of those estates shall he deemed to be repayable in full out of the 
purchase money on resales, and shall not be included in the estimate 
in calculating the ten per cent. 

(3) Lor the purposes of this section the acceptance hy the 35 
land Judge of .an offer shall be deemed an agreement. 

9. No estate shall be purchased by the Land Commission 
whioh is not in the main agricultural or pastoral in its character,

11. — (1) The Land Commission may, where an estate, or Vi-oTision^ 

i untenanted laud, is vested in them, take such steps and execute, resptvt 
or cause to be executed, such works as may appear expedient for 
the benefit or improvement of tlie estate, or unteuauted land. 

(2) Por the purpose of canying this section into effijct the Laud 
Commission shal). have all the powers for facilitating resales of land 
)Q conferred on the Congested Districts Doard hy sections one and two 

of the Congested Districts Board (Ireland) Act, 1901, as amended i E.iw. 7. 
by this Act, and those sections, as so amended, shall apply accord- 
ingly, with the substitution of the Land Commission for the 
Congested Districts Board : 

15 Provided that w^here, with the consent of a tenant, the area of 
his holding is altered, or he is put into possession of a new' holding, 
the Land Commission may order that such charges, liabilities, and 
equities' as affect the tenant’s interest in his former holding sUtill 
either continue to affect that holding, or be transferred to liis 
20 altered or new holding. 

12. — (1) Where any right of hunting, shooting, fishing, luicl Provision 
taking game or fish on any land, becomes vested in the Land 
Commission, that right may be disposed of by them as they think rights, * 
expedient. 

25 (2) On the sale under the Laud Purchase Acts of any land 

by the Land Commission, or of any land comprised in an estate by 
the owner of the estate, there shall he reserved, in the prescribed 
manner, to the Commission the exclusive right of mining and 
taking minerals, and digging and searching for minerals, on that 
30 land, and the said right shall he disposed of by the Commission in 
manner hereafter to be provided by Parliament : 

Provided that this subsection shall not apply — 

(a) to any demesne or other land repurchased by the vendor 
of the estate ; or 

So (6) to any such right which constitutes a superior interest, 

or which is vested in the Crown. 

(3) Where any right mentioned in this section is so disposed 
of or reserved, there shall be attached thereto a right to enter 
upon the laud in respect of w'bich the fii*st-mentioned right 
lO may he exercised, and to authorise any persons so to do; but 
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any person entering upon land in purananoe of this^ subsection 
shall be liable to make reasonable amends and satisfaction for any 
damage done or occasioned thereby. 

J 3 _ ( 1 ) The Land Commission may, if they think fit, declare 

that any person who, as a subtenant, is in the exclusive occupation 5 
of a parcel of land comprised in an estate purchased, by them, or by 
the Congested Districts Board, shall be deemed the tenant of that 
parcel, and that the parcel shall be deemed a holding. 

(2) The Land Commission shall in such case redeem the 
interests (in this Part of this Act referred to as “ intervening 10 
intere,sts ”) intervening between the owner of the estate and the 
person in such exclusive occupation as aforesaid, at a price which, 

in default of agreement within the prescribed time, shall be fixed 
bv the Land Commission, and the redemption money shall he 
paid out of the purchase money of the estate, and be dealt with 16 
ill like manner as if it were the redemption money of a superior 
interest, or in such other manner as appears to the Commission 
equitable : Provided that if the Land Commission are of opinion 
that any intervening interest is of no appreciable value, they shah, 
by order declare that mterest to be extinguished. 20 

(3) The foregoing provisions of this section shaE not apply 
where anv intervening interest is an interest sufficient to constitute 
the owner thereof a person having power to sell under the Land 
Purchase Acts. 

(4) Where a holding comprised in any such estate is held by 25 
ioint tenants or tenants in common, or is subdivided between two or 
more persons, and the Land Commission are satisfied that such 
tenants or persons are in the exclusive occupation of separate 
portions thereof, the Commission may, if they think fit, for the 
purpose of the foregoing provisions of this Act, declare that any such 30 
tenant or person shall he deemed the tenant of the parcel of land 
in his exclusive occupation, and that such parcel shah be deemed 

a bolding, and may apportion the rent of the holding between 
such tenants or persons as the justice of the Case may require. 

(6) Any person aggrieved by any decision of the Land 35 
Commission under this section may iu the prescribed manner 
appeal to a Judicial Commissioner. 

(6) Por the purpose of the sale of an estate by the Land Judge 
to the Land Commission, the Land .Judge shall have the powmrs 
conferred on the Commission hy this section, hut no appeal shall 40 
lie from any decision of the Land Judge under this section.

(2) Interest on the purchase money at the rate of three and a 
half'g^v cent, per annum, shall be paid by the Land Commission to 
the person in receipt of the rents of the land at the date of the 
agreement, or such other person as may appear to the Land 
Commission to be entitled thereto, from the date of the agreement 35 
uutil the land is vested in the Commission : 

Provided that if the land does not become vested in the Land 
Commission the foregoing provisions of this section shall cease to 
have effect as from the date on which the Commission certify that 
the sale can not be completed, and an account shall he rendered by 20 
the Commission as between the moneys received by them, and any 
interest paid by them under those provisions, and the balance (if any) 
certified by the Commission shall be paid by or to them accordingly, 
and the certificate shall he conclusive of the matters stated therein.

Acts, 1883 to 1896 as amended by this Act, the trustees shall 
hold the land upon such terms and conditions and with such 
rights and powers as may he specified in a scheme framed by 
the Lord Lieutenant or approved of by him, and any such scheme 
15 shall contain provisions for the appointment of new trustees, and for 
an appeal to the Lord Lieutenant hy any person aggrieved by any 
action or omission of any trustees in carrying the scheme into effect, 
and for enabling the Lord Lieutenant, on the hearing of any such 
appeal, to make such order as may appear to him just, 

20 (2) Where any land so purchased is not required for any of the 

purposes aforesaid it may be disposed of for any public purposes 
approved of by the Lord Lieutenant. 

19. — (1) In the case of the sale of an estate where portion of Regulations] 
a holding consists of bog, and the purchaser had not an exclusive ooWWin^sf 

25 right of turbary before such vesting, the Land Commission may 
make regulations, authorising the cutting of turf on that hog by 
any occupiers of land in the neighbourhood of the said holding, 
for whose requirements such turf appears to be necessary, upon 
such terms, as to payment or other^rise, as may appear to them 
30 to be just, and those regulations may confer a right to enter upon 
any land for the purpose aforesaid. 

(2) Regulations under this section shall secure that the cutting 
of turf will not prevent the future reclamation of the hog, and that 
sufficient turf will he left for the use of the proprietor of the 

35 holding for a reasonable period. 

(3) Regulations under this section shall provide that auy 
person entering upon any land, under their authority, shall make 
reasonable amends and satisfaction for auy damage done or 
occasioned thereby. 

(4) Any regulations under this section may provide for the 
punishment of any breach of them hy a fine not exceeding five 
pounds., recoverable in a summary manner.
